ful settlement of the differences between the 
Chicago City railway company and the train- 
men, whose strike is threatened, will be 
neglected by the leaders of the union. This 
is the gist of a statement given out at mid- 
night by Presideft W. D. Mahon. 
| Mr. Mahon declared himself ready to ac- 
cept the intermediation of the state board 
of arbitration in effecting a conciliatory con- 
ference with the officers of the company. 
Such a conference was arranged for tomor- 
row morning after many futile attempts to 
reach General Manager McCulloch. | 


- Statement by President Mahon. 
Mr. Mahon’s statement follows: | 
“ Realizing the seriousness of the situa- 
tion on the lines of the Chicago City rail- 
way company, I have endeavored in every 
way possible to reach Manager McCulloch 
today. I wished to have a conference with 
believing that..a strike which would 
seriously inconvenience the public might be 
averted thereby. Mr. MeCulloch has put 
me off with various excuses that he was 
otherwise engaged. 
“The members of the state board of arbi- 
tration, through our attorney, William Pren- 
tiss, offered the services of the board, not as 
an arbitration board but in order to bring 
about a conciliatory conference, to be held 
in the presence of the board. I immediately 
accepted the offer, and I am informed by 
Mr. Prentiss that the members of the state 
d called upon Mr. McCulloch, and that 
he refused to meet us tonight, stating that 
he was too busy. | 
Thinks Conference Is Important. 
/ “I do not presume to understand Mr. Mc- 
Culloch’s business, but I should think that 
he could hardly have any more pressing busi- 
ness than that which I wished to discuss 
with him. | 
“Late this evening,. however, I am in- 
formed that Mr. McCulloch will meet me 
Monday morning, and while our men are ex- 
ceedingly anxious we will follow our. usual 
conservative policy and no strike shall take 
place as long as there is any possibility of a 
peaceful Settlement. To our men I wish to 
say, pay nd attention to any stories that may 
be circulated, but remain at work and have 
confidence in the judgment of your general 
officers, who are doing everything possible 
in your interests.” 


McCulloch Outwits the Men. 

This statement was issued after a day of 
vexation for the labor men. To begin with, 
Mr. McCulloch scored against them by put- 
ting them off and postponing naming a time 
for a meeting until he had been able to secure 
the signatures of representatives of the 
‘+ firemen and teamsters employed by the road 
to agreements binding them to remain at 
‘work for a year. This practically insures 
the company the support of the men needed 
to operate its power plants. No strike can 
now tie up the lines completely, and the grip- 
men, conductors, and motor men must fight 
their battle almost aione if they decide to 
walk out. 

Representatives of the two unions dehied 
that their officers had made such an agree- 
ment with the company, but Mr. McCulloch 
stated positively that such was the case. 
In the face of these conflicting reports the 
joint board of the unions whose members 
are employed on the City railway mét last 
night at 3856 State street and affirmed their 


| support of the cause of the carmen. It was 


noticeable, however, that the two tradessaid 
to have abandoned the fight were absent, 
although they had-been parties to previous 
sessions. 
McCulloch Busy; Does Much. 

The day began with attempts by Mahor 
and Organizer Pratt to secure an audience 
with Mr. McCulloch. Telephoning to the 
offices of the company at 2020 State street, 
Mahon was told that the general manager 
was too busy to be interrupted. Pratt had 
the same experience. Again Mahon en- 
deavored to reach Mr. McCulloch and was 
told that the latter was engaged on other 
matters and would not be able to confer with 
him until tomorrow. It was added that if the 


Mr. McCulloch would try to find time to talk 
the dispute over with them. 

At the same time it was learned what was 
the affair to which Mr. McCulloch was de- 
voted. He was, by engagement, in conference 
with the two unions whose adherence, in case 
of astrike, would be of most importance to the 

Arbitration Board Rejected. 

Chairman C. B. Geiger of the state board 
of arbitration came to the labor committee 
late in the day with an offer? to seek out Mr. 
McCulloch and arrange a meeting imme- 
diately. The reply of the manager was that 
he would see the men tomorrow. Moreover, 
he said that he did not “ think outside inter- 
ference was necessary,”’ and did not name 
a time for the conference until it had been 
urged on him that it was a matter in which 
the public “ hadsomethingtosay.” — 


Blame the General | 
“In Mr, McCulloch’s attitude toward the 
} men ts found the whole cause of the trou- 
| ble,”’ Lawyer Prentiss said. “Had he the 
tact, and the ability, and disposition to get 
along with those with whom he deals that 
is conspicuous in another well known man- 
ager In the city there would not now be any | 

strike talk on the Chicago City railway. 
“With his subordinates, and notably with 
the rank and file of the car men, Mr. Mc- 
‘Culloch ts brusque and even insulting. He 
may mean nothing, but his manner is more 
than can be endured. It is a wave of the 
hand with him when he is called on and an 
imperious and impetuous sign to the work- 

ingman that his part merely isto obey.”’ 


Prentiss Still for Pesce. _

Gov. Richard Yates has been seeking in 
candidacy for re@lection, and has found it 


lacking. Therefore he is tired out. He was

“A little deeper probe into this matter of 
the number of inhabitants to the acre shows 
something of vital interest to the purpose of 
your meeting here tonight. Some of these 
email) cities climb above Chicago, because 
of their outlying park reserves.

‘A Detroit man bought the horse a little 
later, bit In the meantime Stanley Dillon had 
been a‘trifie off his feéd, and on the day he 
shown for sale the great burst of speed 
not there. Frank Cares, a Michigan 
' trainer, who has come to the front rapidly 
in. the last few seasons, then took Stanley 
Dillon in. charge, and it was the intention of 
the horse’s owner to have him give the geld- . 


_ing a thorough tryout this fall. 


But Cares has so many horses intrusted to 


“him at the home track that it was hardly 


possible for him to make the long stay at 
Memphis necessary to do the work in hand 
with Stanley Dilion; atid for that reason he 
asked that Geers take the horse. This was 
done, and Stanley’ Dillon’ has-already been 
seme pretty fair quarters at Memphis.

The trump suit was opened at less than half 
the tables, many players preferring to lead 
the trump on account of weakness in dia- 
monds. Trumps should always be fed from 
such a holding, however, as there is plenty | 
of sult strength in the hand, without the dia- 
monds, and if the first trick in trumps were 
won adversely and north forced to ruff the 
diamond suit, he would still have a strong 
defensive hand and be able to make his win- 
ing clubs and hearts. The hand would be a 
‘“‘notrumper ”’ at “ bridge,” and should south 
have a strong’ hand a big score would be in- 
-evitable. It is never good whist to play such 
a hand on the defensiye from the outset. 

At trick two fierth should have played a low | 
heart, by all means.

has sunk to 11 per cent. Not to be overlooked is the declaration of the 
medical staff that could the treatment be applied at the commencement of 
the illness it is probable a fatal result might always be averted.

Cross Sun in Twenty Days. 

Sun spots did it: at least these things are 
not done save when the spots are on the 
sun, You may say that the sun is 97,000,000 
miles away, and repeat with Artemus Ward 
that the moon and the stars ‘are all “ up to 
their usual doin's.”” But you will have to 
recall that the biggest of these spots on the 


sun is at least 10,000 miles across: that it 


requires about twenty days for such a spot 
to clear the face of the sun, and as a finally 
emphatic truth please remember that when 
the sun gets such a black spot on his face it 
requires only eight minutes and sixteen sec- 
ondas for the effects to be seen by the tele- 
scope and to be suggested by the antics of 
the magnetic needle and by the most worldly 
type of the seismograph. 
“It is safe to say that the appearance of 
Sun spots marks the throwing off of tre- 
mendous energy from the sun,” said Prof. 
Philip B. Woodworth of Lewis institute, 
president of the Chicago association cf elec- 
trical engineers. ‘In the transmission of 
this energy in the direction of the earth it 
may be said that ft takes the course of the 
electric waves which carry the wireless mes- 
Sages so recently discovered. king ‘this 
course, it not only throws out the wireless 
system, but, broadly speaking, everything 
mundane is more or less affected by t 
magnetic storm which -results, The mag- 
netic needle is especially affected: here and 
there on the telephone and. electric 
lines operate well without the use of their 
batteries, or they may refuse to operate at 
all. And earthquakes, and volcanic erup- 
tions, and displays of the aurora borealis 
may be expected for the present and for 
the next yéar, In all probability.’’ 


Recyur Every Eleven Years. 

Prof. Woodworth referred to the eleven 
year periods at which these sun spots are 
dup to appear on the face of that body and re- 
marke@ upon the resulting phenomena in 
every case in recent. years as being proof of 
their close relation to the appearance of 
these blackened areas, which arelarger than 


sa disk of our own planet. 


Men and women of middie age will recall 
thefr impressions of one of the greatest of 
these: “sun. spot. periods, which, with the 
phenoména of the aurora borealis and the 
appearance of a great comet in 1859, sug- 
gested to the superstitious two years later 
that the twoad presaged the coming of the 
civil war. In that year the aurora borealis 
was especially brilliant, presenting divers 
colors of the spectrum and seeming to break 
asunder from heavier masses of light to

Aurora Borealis Blectrical Phenomenon. 

Once the aurora borealis was thought to 
be a reflection of the sunlight upon the ice 
of the arctic cirele. Today, when @ 
miniature aurora may be produced in a 
vacuum tube at the will of the electrical ex- 
pert,..it is deglared to be an electrical 
phenomenon. 
."' To produce the light in miniature,”’ said 
Prof. Woodworth, ‘the insertion, of the 
positive and. negative .wires*from a bat- 
tery into each end of a Crookes tube 
a first Step. With air in ‘the. tube, 
however, no spark will pass from one 
pole to the other; to exhaust the air, on 
the other hand, is to cause a stream of light . 
to flow from one pole to the other, this light 
‘taking on some of the colors that distinguish 
the aurora borealis. 

“ Certainly it ig safe to coriclude toddy that. 
the aurore boreglis is an electrical phenom-. 
enon attendant upon the conveying of energy . 
from the sun to the earth in electro-magnetic 
Waves. As to ite movements and its ma- 
terial felation to the eartli and to ‘the sun, 
perhaps nothing really is known. At the 
most it seema we can be certain that the 
magnetic storm is more likely to appear when 
the duror@ are displayed, and in like man-. 
ner that these northern lights are coincident 
nearly always with the appearance of Spots 
on the sun. Thompson of England says of 
the surore of Sept, 1, 1850; that they were 
Observable over the entire globe and that 
there was remarkable outburst of energy 
from the sun. Further, he says of the aurorz 
that they are In greater frequency in periods 
of eleven and one-half years. which ‘ euros. 
with the cycles of maximuni magrietié st 
and of sun spots.” 

As showing the material effects of an eler- 
trical storm on the magnetic needle, an autd- 
matic diagram of the variations of the needle 
made at the Greenwich observatory on March - 
28 and 81, 1804, is Interesting.

This policy is 
placed upon the isolation hospital and its 
contents as it stands at Thirty-fifth street 
and Lawndale avenue, and which in 1902 was 
valued at $122,316.

Honest Claims May Be Enforced Here 
in Two Months. |

to collect a just debt as it isin Chicago. 

A creditor who has a good claim can always 
get his money within two months. If he 
has an unjust claim, and if the debtor wants 

ht and can afford a lawyer, and knows 

h to go to the charitable organizations 
that are giad to protect the defenseless, the 
creditor can never collect the claim. 

But supposing that the debt is a just one. 
Then there is nothing easier than its collec- 
tion. The creditor need not go to the expense 
of a lawyer. Anyone can a suit ine 
justice court if the amount of the claim 4sé 
less than 

The creditér files suit in the justice court 
and a constable takes a stimmons to the 
debtor, This service costs $1, and the Justice 
‘another dollar.

ORNHUSK and grass basketry is the latest fad 
of the worker who twists and weaves nature's 
materials into useful and beautiful forms. It is 
particularily apropos at this time of year, when 
the corn crop is being harvested in the great 
corn belt. The originator of this practical idea 
is & young woman, who believes in creating out 
of the common materials utilitarian and orna- 

miental things, as the Indians have alwdys done. 

The sd-caltied cornhusk baskets belong to the coiled schhol, 
"he weave of which has always been a favorite with the best 
basket mukers in the world, because it is capable of such a 
laree variation. The foundation of these baskets is of grass 
and sedge, tae cornhusks being used for padding and to carry 
out the desig. 

For ing@tanee, to make a large scrap basket the first step 
is to procure « Sound of Manila hemp. Begin the basket with 
the hemp, as the coll is so small it is difficult to use the stiff, 
hard grasses. Sew with raffia, as the stiches can be made 
finer. Then provded to build as'the name indicates, with a con- 
tinupus coil of the grass or fiber bound completely together 
with the familiar stitch of the southwestern Indians. This

Knowledge of Designing Requisite. 


When ready to, build the sides, take several strands of 


' §rass for a foundation and wrap the cornhusk about it; then 


sew as already indicated. It will thus be seen that the baskets 
are really of grass, the cornhusks being merely for ornamenta- 
tion. In.fact, they can only be used when wrapped over grass, 
for the pieces are too short for anything else. 

This form of basketry is called the coiled, because it is de- 
¥eloped from a coll of grass, and takes the shape of coiled 
pottery. Other forms of basketry are much more elementary 
than this one, for in the coiled basketry, even though it is 
sicnple and constructive in character, the builder must know 


‘something of design and use only those which are harmonious. 


The cornhusk baskets are especially commendable, as they 
are handsomeé, solid, and give wide range of coloring for carry- 
ing Out designs. There are pale yellows, greens, browns, pur- 
Dles, and reds, which may be woven to sult the individual 
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“taste. The cornhusks should be gathered now; and great care 


taken in selecting good colors and firm husks. The larger they 
are the better, for sometimes one can be split In several pieces, 
and used to wrap a coll of grass. 

In. the cornhusk work the design is naturally subjected to 
conditions. .For example, wrapping on ttie coil gives it a 
diagonal effect.. For this reason it is a little difficult to keep 
the form and control the materials unless the workér has a
